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1 . Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the 
claim should be separated by a line indentation. See 37 CFR 1.75(i). See MPEP 608.01(m). 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls within the 
broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since the resulting claim 
does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. Note the 
explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 
USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by 
"such as" and then narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by 
raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of 
the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74 (Bd. 
App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 
(Bd. App. 1 949). In the present instance, claim 1 recites the broad recitation "refractory 
material", and the claim also recites "engobe" which is the narrower statement of the 
range/limitation. 

Claim 1 is indefinite in that there is reference to a "temporary support", a "porous 
material" and "sheets of cardboard or paperboard" but it is unclear whether these different terms 
refer to the same item or whether they are mutually exclusive. 
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Claim 1 is indefinite in that the preamble of the claim recites "slabs" (plural) while the 
body of the claim recites "slab" (singular). The claims should be ameded such that it is clear as 
to whether one or more than one slab is produced by the claimed process. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The specification recites that "The slabs of ceramic material . . . according to the present 
invention. . .are manufactured from a ceramic mixture consisting of a granulate complying with 
specific parameters as regards particle size and of an aqueous inorganic binder which has special 
composition characteristics". The specification does not however teach these "specific 
parameters" or "special composition characteristics". Instead the specification attempts to 
incorporate this material by reference to EP 378,275. See page one of the specification. It is 
improper, however to incorporate essential subject matter into the specfication unless it is from a 
U.S. Patent, a U.S. Patent Application Publication or a U.S. Patent Application under particular 
conditions as set forth in MPEP 608.01 (p). 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for the process as specifically recited as steps 1-12 on pages 3-4 of the 
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specification, does not reasonably provide enablement for the process as genetically claimed. 
The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to practice the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 



5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for a process which utilizes an inorganic binder, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for the use of a "water-based binder" as generically claimed. The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is 
most nearly connected, to practice the invention commensurate in scope with these claims.
